Juneau, Alaska, 
miners were blown into fragments 
and one hundred others were badly 
injured by the explosion of a powder 
magazine in the Mexican shatt of the 
Treadwell. mines shortly after noon 
today. The explosion occurred in 
the 1,100 foot level and the miners, 
caught like rats in a trap, had no 
chance to escape. 

The bodies of the dead were blown 
to an unrecognizable mass of human 
flesh, The scene when a_ rescuing 
party descended to the level was in- 
describable. The bodies were lying 
around piled on the top of each other 
and the groans and screams of the 
injured were heart-rending. It is be- 
lieved that many. of the injured will 
succumb to their injuries, 

There is a deplorable lack of medi- 
cal men and in the company hospitals, 
which are crowded to the limit, the 
mangled miners are suffering for 
want of medical attention. 

Ten physicians and a deen nurses 
Ieft here for the scene of the disas- 
ter, but many more physicians and 
nurses are needed, 

The cause of the accident is not 
known at this time. It is believed, 
however, that the explosion is tha re- 
sult of a miner’s lamp breaking in 
the powder magazine. Not a man in 
the portion of the mine where the 
explosion occurred escaped injury. 

The families of the miners are 
gathered about the entrance to the 
shaft and as the bodies are carried 
from the death trap, there is a wild 
rush ‘to-get near in order‘ to make 
an effort at-identification-of the bod- 
ies, which is almost~impossible, as 
the bodies are so badly mangled. 
The nearest settlement is Douglas 
City, a mile away. 

Many of the miners have femmes at 
that place and efforts are being made 
to take care of the wounded who 
could not be taken to the company's 
hospital.

SMALL-POX HAS 
ANOTHER VICTIM 


Dr. Whitelaw Medical Health Officer 
Warns Citizens Against Spread 
of the Disease 


Another smallpox case was discov- 
ered yesteriday afternoon and ithe jpa- 
tient removed tto the isolation dvospital 
last night. This makes ithe eighth case 
of this dreaded disease in the city 
within the past two weeks. 

The patient is a young dady, Miss 
Davis by name, employed in whe home 
of D. W. MeDonald, at 516 Faith 
street. In view of the spread of the 
disease outside of the half-breed camp, 
to which it was originally confined, 
Medical Health Officer Whitelaw fears 
that unless precautions ane taken by 
the people, an epidemic of smallpox 
may ensue. He handed out the dol- 
lowing statement to the press this 
morning: 

“Nore than one case of smallpox 
has had its origin in the city from 
some source as yat undiscoverable. 
This last, was probably a concealed 
cise or a recently recovered case 
which-had not ‘been treated by a physi- 
cian, and therefore was mot diagnosed 
or quarantined, In spite of all the 

vigilance whe Tealth Officar may 
exercise, other such cases may ‘be 
presem:in the city at this time and the 
possibility therefore exists what adange 
number of tour citizens may have been 
or will be exposed. 

“It therefore ‘behooves all citizens 
to‘be on the alert and to immediately 
cali in their family physician if whe 
symptoms almost always present in 
the carly stages of smallpox, tbefore 
the characteristic rash appears, should 
be noticed. ‘hese symptoms are ifev- 
er, headache, severe backache, and a 
disinclination to eat, accompanied by 
vomiting, These symptoms begin 
usually four days previous to ithe ap- 
pearance of the rash, and even in this 
stage the disease may be communi- 
cated. 

“Vqually should all unvaccinared 
persons protect themselves and the 
community by having the operation 
perfornred without delay. “Nhose who 
have not been successfully vaccinated 
within the lagt seven years, would do 
well to have vaccination tried by their 
physician, although they are very 
much less Hable to contract the dis- 
ease than he unvaccinated. 

“The above suggestions, if adapted 
by she community at dange, would 
make it impossible for the disease to 
became epidemic in the city, however 
frequently it might be introduced 
from outside sources.”

~ fre Jewish Immigrants Jews? 

Washington, March 4.—Before the 
Jmmigration Commission Judge Mack 
and Simon Wolf argued against the 
classifleation of Jewish immigrants 
us Jews. Both men asserted that 
the term Jew is religious, instead of 
racial, ard that the nationality of a 
Jew is determined by the country of 
dis origi, A Russian Jew, they said, 
for example, is a Russian, although 
the American immigration authorities 
classify kim as a Jew. Mr. Wolf 
quoted Cyrus Adler to prove that 
Jews were a sect, not a race, 

“In the Jewish cyclopedia, of which 
Cyrus Adler is one of the editors, ap- 
pears the statement that ‘Jews are a 
race,” observed Senator Lodge, a 
member of the commission,  Ben- 
jamin Disraeli was born a Jew, and 
changed his’ celigion, but remained 
a Jew.” \ 

“If Disraeli had come to this coun- 
try after he attained fame,” said 
judge Mack, “he would have answer- 
ed the question at the port with the 
words ‘J am an Englishman.’ ” 

Senator Lodge contended that the 
term Jew is as much racial as that 
of Irish er of Pole. The immigra- 
tion authorities submitted figures 
showing the entrance of Irishmen 
from France, Germany and Italy, im- 
migrants being recorded as Irish in 
all .cases, instead of French, Ger- 
mans, and Italfans. 

“The claimed to be Irish, prob- 
ably, because the, were proud of it,” 
said Mr. Wolf. 

“Do not infer from that,” inter- 
posed' Judge Mack, “that the Jew is 
not proud to be a Jew. He is.”

PERJURY CHARGES LAID 


Losing Defendant in Supreme Court Case 
Says Plaintiff Committed 
Perjury 

Hardly had) Hjalmar) Wahlund, a 
Swede miner. living in Strathcona, 
had time to enjoy the fact that he 
had been granted a verdict of $574 
by Chief Justice Sifton in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday afternoon, be- 
fore the defendant, Frank Smith, of 
Namao, had him arrested on a charge 
of neriury and placed in custody. 

The action in the Supreme Court 
was brought by Wahlund to recover 
some $800 which he claimed Smtih 
owed him for work done. Smith 
had leased a coal mine near Namao, 
and) Wahlund had contracted with 
him to excavate coal at the rate cf 
a dollar a ton. Smith, it was alleg- 
ed, did not pay Wahlund for all the 
coal excavated, and the actian re- 
sulted, On the strength of the evid- 
ence His Lordship decided that $574 
was coming to Wahlund. 

Smith on the other hand, claims 
that Wahlund perjured himself when 
he produced a certain notebook in 
which he said he had taken down 
the amount of coal excavated day by 
day, Smith claims the book produced 
in court yesterday was not the book 
Wahlund used at the mine, and ad- 
vances the argument that this book 
is far newer and cleaner in appear- 
ance, and that it has far more fig- 
ures in it than the other one had. 

The case was heard before Magis- 
trate Cowan this morning, and was 
continued this \afternoon, Wahlund 
was arrested in‘ the Grand Central 
Hotel last night, but was released 
later on $500 bail supplied by Napol- 
con Dumas, a farmer residing near 
Cardiff, and Barney Kutz of Na- 
mayo.

London, March 4.—W. W. Benn 
(Radical), whose ‘appointment to “the 
secretaryship necessitated re-election, 
was returned in St. George’s in the 
Kast by 1,597 over the late opponent, 
P. C. Simmons (U.), 1,090. A pecul- 
iarity is the slight change from the 
general election, Benn increasing his 
amjority by only 73 and his otal vote 
by 209, while the Unionist was 44 
fewer.
